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Cain comes back, 
running on stickers 


The special election for state 
representative has taken a new twist. 

Robert Cain has announced his in- 
tention to continue compaigning for 
the seat, running on stickers. Cain 
placed second in a field of four can- 
didates in last Tuesday's Democratic 
primary. 

Wilmington Selectman James R. 
Miceli won the primary, with a total 
of 1712 votes. Cain polled 1392, follow- 
ed by Kevin B. McKelvey with 236 and 
Thomas Marden with 61. Miceli’s will 
be the only name on the ballot in the 
August 30 contest. 

Cain said that he made the decision 
after a few nights of soul-searching. 
He said that he did not want to let his 
supporters down. 

“I'm only asking those people who 
voted for me to do it again,” he said, 
“and for those who didn't vote for me 
to reconsider. I don't think that's too 
much to ask.” 

The special election is to pick the 
state representative for the 36th 


Middlesex district, vacated by the 
death of Rep. Fred F. Cain in May. 

Four Democrats entered the race, 
but no Republicans or Independents 
filed nomination papers. Strangely 
enough, 156 Republicans did cast 
ballots in the primary. Of those, 68 
voted for Miceli, 63 for Cain, 3 for 
Marden and 2 for Michael Caira, who 
recently ran unsuccessfully in a state 
senate campaign. None of the can- 
didates qualified as the Republican 
nominee, as 150 votes were necessary 
to be nominated by any party. 

Town Clerk Esther Russell said that 
she could not recall any candidate 
having run on stickers after losing a 
primary. 

Only one candidate has run on 
stickers since Wilmington adopted 
voting machines. Joseph Hartka, run- 
ning for Redevelopment Authority 
last spring, encountered difficulty 
with the voting machines accepting 
the stickers.

Wilmington kids fall just short 


After eight tourney wins 
Wilmington's Little League All-Stars 
bit the dust thanks to a Jim-Rice like 
shot by a feared Pittsfield south 
power hitter. Coach Dan Gentile’s 
never say die bunch finally suc- 
cumbed to a Little League 
powerhouse last Saturday as 
Pittsfield-South shattered the locals’ 
World Series dreams with a 5 - 3 win 
at Worcester's Schwartz Field. 

Wilmington had advanced to the 
championship tilt after besting a 
tough Walpole team 4 - 1 that same 
morning behind the pinpoint pitching 
of righty Eddie Olshaw and solid in- 
field play. 

The locals hung tough against a 
team that had demolished six 
previous tourney opponents by a 
whopping 71 - 2 margin. Another 
awesome statistic looked the 
Wilmington kids in the face as they 
entered what was to be their final 
tourney fight. Pittsfield Little League 
teams have reached the State Finals 
19 times in the 26 years of tournament 
play. But Wilmington club dies hard? 
if it died at all on this day. They 
jumped out to a 3-1 lead entering the 
bottom half of the third inning. 
Pittsfield-South has a kid who came 
into the fray with a reputation as a 
long ball banger to be feared. Give 
Rick Rabideau an inch - and he's like- 
ly to stretch it to near 300 feet. 
Wilmington righthander Ted Moran 
gave the Pittsfield South star that one 
inch to work on and he deposited a 
Moran pitch well over the left center- 
field fence for a three run homer and 
a 4-3 Pittsfield South lead. The moon 
shot off a Moran fastball was 
Rabideau's eighth tourney homerun. 

‘The defending state champs held on 


to that lead behind the power pitching 
of Kevin Yerrick who struck out ten to 
go the six-inning route for his five 
hitter. Rabideau and Yerrick had 
allowed just six hits in six previous 
tourney appearances - so Wilmington 
was up against a team capable of 
blowing you away or wearing you 
down with solid mound work. 
Wilmington wasn't blown anywhere 
Saturday, but it was Yerrick who 
frustrated them with the strikeout 
when he needed it. 

It was a ballgame all the way as 
after Pittsfield took a 1 - 0 lead im the 
first inning Moran settled down until 
his teammates pecked away at 
Yerrick for their three runs. 

If you take away Rabideau’s shot 
Moran has a brilliant win as he finish- 
ed. with a three hitter and four 
strikeouts. Pittsfield's first run in the 
first inning came on a walk, a wild 
pitch, a single, and a sacrifice fly to 
right centerfield 

Wilmington's three runs came in 
the top half of the third inning as 
Olshaw reached on the lone error of 
the game and scored all the way from 
first when Robbie Santos slashed a 
double to the rightfield fence. Ed beat 
the rightfielder's peg home with a 
daring Pete Rose head first slide to 
“elude the catcher's tag. 

Moran then ripped his third tourney 
home over the leftfield fence to give 
his club a 3-1 lead. Moran's shot sent 
himself and Santos across, but the 
lead was not safe against a team that 
is capable of scoring 71 runs in six 
games against top competition. 

Two walks on close calls paved the 
way for Rabideau’s blast in the bot- 
tom of the third.

Selectmen wrangle 
over police problems

Police Department problems 
provoked a hot bed of discussion at the 
regular Monday night Selectmen's 
meeting. on August 8. 

Frances Dec, a traffic supervisor, 
asked permission to present a 
grievance to the Board protesting 
“unprofessional behavior’’ on the part 
of some police officers in connection 
with a July 29 incident. 

John Imbimbo said he felt that the 
matter was one for the town manager 
and the chief of police to resolve and 
asked to be excused during the discus- 
sion 

Mrs. Dec had appeared before the 
board at the last two meetings to dis- 
cuss her application for the position of 
custodian at the Shawsheen School. 

Although the incidents appeared to 
be unrelated, she reiterated her 

that she was being unfairly 
discriminated: against inher bid for

Although the position is still open, 
Mrs. Dec has not been granted an in- 
terview. She said that she is the only 
town employee to have bid on the job 
to date. 

Mrs. Dec declared that ‘‘sex dis- 
crimination has followed me in my 
present position.” She cited one of the 
police officers as having offered her a 
mop to clean the police station while 
she was on matron duty. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris in- 
formed the board that he was in- 
vestigating the incident. He said he 
felt that it was a personnel problem 
and therefore improper subject 
matter for the Board of Selectmen. 

At one point Aldo Caira expressed 
his indignation at being left out by 
saying he was ‘‘a little fed up with 
playing the Lone Ranger."’ His 
remark came after a reference by 
Gillis to an hour and a quarter 
meeting between him and the town 
manager regarding the job situation. 

The selectmen decided to read Mrs. 
Dec's written report of the incident in 
private and discuss it at a future 
meeting. 

With discussion of the Dec incident 
over, Imbimbo returned to the room 
and expressed his concern of overstaf- 
fing at the police department. 

He said he felt that one clerical 
position could be eliminated if Officer 
Ritchie were to take over supervision 
of the traffic supervisors. 

Miceli stated that whenever he had 
traffic problems they were always 
effectively solved by Sgt. Mary Anne 
Langone. 


“1 don't want to paint the whole 
department with a brush,” he said, 
“but there are more problems down 


‘there than clerical problems." 


Caira wondered aloud why Imbimbo 
would’ bring up one police matter 
when he left the room to avoid another 
one 

There was. disagreement among 
members of the board as to whether 
or not the matter was within their do- 
main. It was proposed to conduct a 
discussion of all police matters at an 
executive session prior to the next 
meeting 

Traffic Supervisor Dorothy Char- 
bonniere questioned the move, saying 
“I think the selectmen of the town 
have to be accountable to the people 
and an executive Session would be 
denying us the right to hear the 
issues." 

Caira countered this charge by say- 
ing that ifthe problem is felt to be a 

* serious one, a special meeting will be 
called to discuss the issues with all 
parties involved. 

In other action, Bill Paolini sought 
to remove a restriction on his proper- 
ty on Sudbury Ave. The restriction 
would prevent him from subdividing 
the lot’ and building a home for his 
daughter. The property is tax title 
land which formerly belonged to the 
town. 

Although both lots have sufficient 
area, the lot in question would be left 
with a 75 foot frontage. This is not un- 
usual in this particular part of town, 
but Gillis, fearing a precedent being 
set, thought that 75 feet to be ‘a scary 
thing.”* . 

He recalled the long struggle the 
town had had to abolish building on 50 
foot lots and feared that a step 
backward might resurrect the 
problem. 

Miceli urged approval since the 
item had already been passed by the 
Board of Appeals. He said that “while 
we are setting a precedent, no one 
else-can hang their hat on it later.”’ 

It was decided by a 2 -:1 vote to lift 
the restriction and allow subdivision 
of Mr. Paolini's land. 

The selectmen also discussed the 
appointment of a committee to plan 
the celebration for the 250th anniver- 
sary of the Town of Wilmington in 

1980. Action was postponed, however, 
until the next meeting. 

There was some discussion about 
the town's widening a portion of 
Chestnut Street and leaving a 
telephone pole in the middle of it, an 
obvious traffic hazard. The town
